1 Whoa tbo newly created Oouoty Board 
ot Taxation met lo the Court House, 
Newark, Tuesday to riigba Ike tax 
dapUoateo from tbe aaaaaaort of the 
masloipaUtlea of tbU eeaaty. Newark. 
Orange, Belleville, Bloomfield and Qiao 
Rldga wore tbo only plaoao In tba oouoty 
that did not submit tbotr duplicates. 
Newark tax aaaeaaora promised to have 
tbelr books ready by tbe end of tbe week 
and tbe Bloomfield duplicate will be sub¬ 
mitted Monday. 

Muob dissatisfaction was expressed 
over tbe absence of the reports from 
Newark, tbe other assessors declaring 
tbe' submitting of tbelr eworn state¬ 
ments as to valuations would enable tbs 
tooal board to prepare tbelr books with a 
knowledge of wbat was already turned 
In from other localities. 

Little aocurate Information as to total 
valuations could be extracted from tbe 
reports so far submitted, and tbe tax 
rate that is to result Is still unoettain, 
elnce the reports of tbe assessors are 
subject to revlsloo by tbe county board. 
Tbe tax rate, according to Mr. Ander¬ 
son, will not be definitely determined be¬ 
fore September 10. 

In Montclair and East and South Or* 
aoge there were heavy increases lo tbe 
valuations as oompared to last year. Tbe 
valuations for Montclair this year was 
$24,784,090, while last year they were 
$13,107,079. For East Orange tbe sworn 
valuetions are $39,180,300, against $30,. 
500,600 for last year. In South Orange 
tbe velue placed upon properties Is fixed 
st $8,269,696, compered to $4,682,697 l%et 
year. 

Tbe Borough ot Caldwell Ibis year Is 
represented In valuations of A $l,293,948, 
against $772,000 last year; tbe Borough 
of West Caldwell, $318.305,against $278,. 
OOQ last year; Borougb of North Cald- 
well, $177,125, same last year, and Cald¬ 
well Townsblp, $338,150,against $306,155 
for 1905. Tbe valuations for tbe town of 
Irvington tbls year are $5,159,225, .last 
year. $3,175,626; while Verona has ad¬ 
vanced to .$1,521,475, from $905,400 for 
last year. Tbe total valuations In Liv¬ 
ingston Township ara plsoed at $837,400, 
against $747,253; while those of MUlburn 
are Axed at $2,596,050, oompared to 
$945 560 last year.
